DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the applicant's amendment dated 1/10/2005. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-11, 14-16, 18-21 and 23-25 were amended. 

Claims 3, 4, 12, 17 and 27-29 were cancelled. 

Claims 30-35 were added as new. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-11, 13-16, 18-26 and 30-35 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In view of the applicant's changes to the Specification and to the Drawings, the 
examiner withdraws all objections to the Drawings and Specification, and approves said 
changes. 

2. In view of the applicant's amendments to Claims 1 0, 1 4-1 6 and 1 9, the examiner 
withdraws the rejection of Claims 13-16 and 19 under 35 USC 1 12 second paragraph. 

3. In view of the applicant's amendments to Claims 1 and 1 0, the examiner 
withdraws the rejection of said claims under 35 USC 103(a). See below for reasons for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 5-1 1 , 1 3-1 6, 1 8-26 and 30-35 are allowed. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

As per the independent Claims 1, 10, 30 and 33, the reference art of Organ et al., 
Southard et al. and Botham teach a system/method for configuring a test system 
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comprising an interface for specifying frequencies of clocks, and timing characteristics 
of the test system instruments, and software for calculating values for establishing the 
frequencies. However, the prior arts of record taken alone, or in combination failed to 
teach, anticipate, suggest, or render obvious the claimed invention or the method steps 
of the application. Specifically, as per Claims 1 , 10, 30 and 33, the prior arts failed to 
teach, anticipate, suggest, or render obvious the limitation introduced into these claims, 
namely: 

As per Claim 1: 

The prior art fails to teach error checking code for comparing the specified timing 
characteristics of the instruments with their capabilities. 
As per Claim 10: 

The prior art fails to teach comparing the specified timing characteristics of the 
instruments with their capabilities. 
As per Claim 30: 

The prior art fails to teach code for calculating the desired frequency of a clock in 
response to timing characteristics of the instruments. 
As per Claim 33: 

The prior art fails to teach a display of the calculated values of the dividers and 
prime factors of the dividers. 

Consequently the dependent Claims 2, 5-9, 11, 13-16, 18-26, 31, 32, 34 and 35 
are also allowed over the prior art. In total, Claims 1, 2, 5-11, 1 3-16, 1 8-26 and 30-35 
are allowed, and are renumbered as Claims 1-28.
